It is & bill for the establishment of
a postal banking system. A depart-
ment of banking is to be €stablished,
with a secretary at $8,000 and four as-
sistant secretaries at $5,000 a year.
This executive department is to do
the people’s banking free of charge
beyond the necessary fees to cover ex-
nses. Every postoffice is to be a
ranch bank. ~Loans payable with in-
terest at the end of the year shall be
made on proper security. The money
for the loans is to be provided by the
treasurer of the United States, aud
shall be full legal tender for all debts
and dues. This money, as the bill
carefuily provides, shall be printed by
hand, on silk-threaded aner, at the
burean of engraving and printing in
Washington, and these are to be the
denominations of the silk-threaded,
band-printed postal bank loan money :

“One, two, three and five iills; one,
two, three and five cents; one, two,
three and five dimes; one, two, three
and five dollars; oue, two, three and
five eagles; one, two, three and five
condors [condors ? $100 anyway ] : aud
one, two, (uree and five talents
(8L000).”
